by dangling the stunned or killed 
rnhhlt or bird before the hungry snake. 
He has to be hungry, however, some 
snakes being able to go without food 
for weeks or months. 
So we still feed the horrid reptile’s, 
as so many women delight In culling 
them, although from the records of 
aoological gardens they are the most 
popular denizens of these places. Hut 
we kill their food for them. 
We as 
sutne the guilt, if there be any, of 
shedding Innocent blood. 
An easy 
matter for the lords of creation, who 
Slaughter everything, Including each 
Other.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

“This Invention of the Hawaiian 
schoolboy,** says survey, “ 13 the most 
significant contribution of Hawaii to 
music, the introduction of an entirely
